sons bitten by a mad dog dies In hor­ 
rible agony if not treated, 
lf bitten 
by a dog, follow that dog at all haz­ 
ards, until you can get assistance to 
catch it. Do not kill it, hut place it in 
a secure place for observation. 
If 
symptoms of rabies uppear, apply only 
for antl-rable treatm ent through your 
family physician. 
If the dog is rabid 
It will die—send the head packed in 
Ice to the board of health laboratory 
for diagnosis, says Harold L. Amoss,

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OIL DEVELOPMENT 
OVER WISE COUNTY 


New casing has arrived for the 
Keystone, and the work of drilling 
around the frozen sections near the 
bottom of the hole will start today 
and it is the belief of the drillers 
th a t the drilling will be under full 
headway in a short time. 
This work 
will require several days, but the 
crew feels confident that their ef 
forts will be successful. It is claimed 
the delay, following the destruction 
of the derrick severar weeks ago 
caused the casing to “freeze,” and 
when the new derrick was erected 
and work started it was found that 
the casing was fast. A large quantity 
of oil was poured in the hole to 
loosen the packed mud around the 
casing, but this failed to produce the 
desired results and it was necessary 
to order larger casing, which will be 
sent down around that which is 
stuck. 
There is a report afloat that 
the cause of the fire which destroyed 
the Keystone derrick was the ignition 
of a heavy flow of gas from the hole 
W ork on the Michigan well, south 
of town, states Sam Pavillard, has 
been stopped 
and if arrangements 
for an extension of the leases in that 
section can not be matte, it Is be­ 
lieved the hole will be abandoned. 
This well has had splendid showings, 
and when drilling was estopped last 
week, the bit was grinding in a hard 
rock, which s6me believe it the cap­ 
rock overlaying the pool. 
Efforts are being made by opera­ 
tors from other parts of the state to 
secure dining contracts in the neigh­ 
borhood of the Keystone, and it is 
said that at least two contracts are 
in th e making. 
In some sections of 
th at community the inml-owners are 
demanding too much, state the gen 
Hemen seeking acreage on which to 
drill. 
One land-owner said he would 
agree to turn in his land if the com­ 
pany would drill in rhe center of his 
holdings and allow him to hold a 
num ber of off-sets. 
In scouting over that section, the 
representatives of the company want­ 
ing to come in and develop th e coun­ 
try discovered a new specie of citi­ 
zen; 
a different type from any found 
in the state. 
This land-owner in­ 
formed the company’s representative's 
that he was opposed to developing th 4' 
country, and positively refused to 
consider leasing his land. 
He said 
the moral standard of the country 
would suffer if an oil field were 
brought in; 
that ciwlization would 
receive a severe set-back, and he 
feared h 
and high water would 
over-run the neighborhood. 
He was 
perfectly satisfied with present con­ 
ditions, and advised the gentlemen 
seeking a drilling contract to desist 
and get out of his neighborhood— un­ 
less they would agree to drill and 
bring in a producing well in center 
of his land, he agreeing to 'donate” 
one-third of his holdings. 
The Carey operations have stopped, 
and th e federal court has taken a 
hand in the controversy between the 
land-owners and tile company.

Texas has been challenged by the 
Hoosier state, and a challenge always 
starts the fireworks in the Lone Star 
state. 
One farm er produced a litter 
of pigs weighing 3040 pounds in one 
hundred and eighty days In Indiana 
last year, and the Hoosier state be­ 
coming chesty over this record chal­ 
lenged Texas to beat it. 
Texas is an ideal state for swine 
production and there were 306,099 
farms which had 2,225,558 hogs in 
Texas according to the report of the 
United States bureau of census for 
19to. 
The same report shows that 
188,331 farm s had 1,113,033 pigs 
under six months old, and that 154,- 
170 farm s had 389,664 sows and 
gilts for breeding six months old and 
over. 
Subtract these figures from 
the 4 36,033 farm s in Texas and the 
astounding fact is revealed that many 
farms in Texas have no nogs while 
a startling proportion are producing 
no pigs. 
Furtherm ore, the thought 
is suggested th a t out of the vast 
number of hogs produced it ought to 
be possible to find a litter rivaling 
the one produced in Indiana w here 
proper breeding and feeding methods 
are practiced, 
otherwise 
there 
is 
something radically wrong with hog 
production methods in Texas. 
Realizing the vast field and possi­ 
bilities in the Lone Star state for 
sw'ine production, the Texas Swine 
Breeders’ Association, in co-operation 
with the extension service of A. & M. 
College of Texas, has decided to ac­ 
cept the challenge from Indiana and 
consequently has inaugurated a cam­ 
paign to demonstrate to the farm ers 
of Texas the value of pure-bred live 
stock and the economy of proper 
feeding methods, also convince the 
farmers of Texas that hogs can be 
produced which will show was great 
weight in six months as the average 
scrub hog reared under scrub m eth­ 
ods will show in a year 
In order to start the movement 
in a systematic manner and give it 
impetus, the Texas ton litter club 
plan has been adopted and the Texas 
Swine Breeders’ Association is offer­ 
ing a gold medal for a litter of pigs 
that weigh two thousand pounds or 
more when six months old. 
The Texas Swine Breeders' Asso- 
iation will aw ard medals as follows 
to Texas farmers who produce litters 
of pigs, farrowed between February 
1st and May 15th, 1923, that reach 
the weights below when six months 
old: 
1st. Gold medal— for litter of 
pigs weighing twro thousand pounds 
or more; 
2nd. silver medal— for a 
litter weighing eighteen hundred and 
less than two thousand pounds; 3rd. 
bronze medal— for a litter weighing 
sixteen hundred «nd less than eigh­ 
teen hundred pounds. 
Any farmer, boy or girl residing 
n any county in Texas employing a 
county agent or any county in which 
a direcor of tile Texas Swine Breed­ 
ers’ Association resides is eligible to 
enroll in the Texas ton litter club 
upon payment of a nomination fee 
of twenty-five cents. 
Members shall enroll between De- 
eember 15th, 1922, and March 1st, 
1 92 3, thru the county »*ent#or di­ 
rect with the secretary of the Texas 
Swine Breeders' Association at Col- 
l \;e station, Texas. 
Names and ad­ 
dresses of members snail be in the 
hands of the secretary of the Texas 
Swine Bleeders’ Association not later 
man March 10th, 1923. 
Members shall furnish a memoran­ 
dum of the rations fed to the breed­ 
ing herd during the breeding, gesta­ 
tion and suckling periods, and shall 
forward same thru tile county agent 
to the state leader of the club as soon 
as the pigs are weaned. 
Members 
shall keep a memorandum of the 


entire herd ineligible for an award. 
All herds from which litters are 
nominated for awards shall be in­ 
spected before July 1st, 192 3. 
The 
county agent, or a director of the 
Texas Swrine Breeders’ Association, 
and a committee of two or more 
disinterested farm ers selected by the 
executive committee of the county 
live stock association by some other 
organization 
which 
represents 
the 
swine or general agricultural interest 
of the county, shall make this in­ 
spection. 
The committee on inspec­ 
tion shall examine the ear-marks of 
all the spring pigs on the m em ber’s 
farm to see that each litter has been 
ear-marked as required under these 
rules and regulations, and shall certi­ 
fy to the nomination of the litter or 
litters nominated by the member if 
th e y ’are eligible to nomination. 
Members may nominate any litter 
or litters of pigs farrowoed on their 
farms between February 1st and May 
15th, 1923, for an award. 
Litters 
must be nominated at the time of 
inspection on the special blank pro­ 
vided for this purpose. 
Nominations 
must be certified by the committee 
on inspection and forwarded by this 
committee th ru the county agent to 
the state leader of the club imme­ 
diately after inspection. 
Litters shall be weighed on the 
day they are a hunarea and eighty 
days old if possible. 
If it is not pos­ 
sible they may be weighed within 
three days preceding or following this 
date. 
The gain for the intervening 
days shall be pro rated at. the average 
daily gain made by the Titter since 
birth and added to or subtrated from 
the scale weight. 
Litters shall be 
weighed by a committee of two or 
more disinterested farmers selected 
by the executive committee of the 
county live stock association or by 
some other organization representing 
the swine or general agricultural in­ 
terests of the county. 
Reports on 
weights and the eligibility of litters 
to an aw'ard shall be certified by the 
committee on weighing on the special 
blanks provided for this purpose, and 
forwarded th ru the county agent to 
the state leader of the club imme­ 
diately after weighing. 
Only one medal shall be awarded 
to a member. 
Awards shall be made 
on the bas1 i of the weight of the 
litter as herein provided, but no 
award will be made unless all the 
requirements set forth under mem­ 
orandum of ration 
ear-marking of 
litters, inspection of herds, nomina­ 
tion of litters and official weights 
of litters are complied with fully and 
correctly. 
Awards shall be made by 
th e executive committee of the Texas 
Swine Breeders’ Association, tinder 
the conditions outlined above. 
Med­ 
als shall be presented at the annual 
winter institute meeting of the Texas 
Swine Breeders’ Association. 
The officers of the Texas Swine 
Breeders’ Association shall act as the 
officers of the Texas ton litter club 
with A. L. W ard, secretary Texas 
Swine 
Breeders’ ” Association 
and 
swine husbandman, extension sen ice 
of A. & M. College of Texas, acting 
as state leader of the club, and G. R. 
W arren, swine husbandman of Texas 
Agricultural experiment station, act­ 
ing as assistant state leader of the 
club.

Measured by the 
abundance 
and 
regularity of the crops of high-grade 
fruit produced, there are many apple 
orchards of hearing age that are not 
successful. 
Because a large number 
these unprofitable orchards can be 
mode to yield good crops of high- 
quality fruit by special treatment, the 
United States Department of Agricul­ 
ture has prepared Farm ers’ Bulletin 
1284, Apple-Orchard Renovation, by 
H. P. Gould, which discusses the prin­ 
cipal practices found useful in bring­ 
ing neglected trees back into proflt- 
jjjEpducing condition. 
Orchards In need of renovating are 
found only in sections where the home 
orchard or fruit garden is tile pre­ 
vailing type of fruit growing, and in 
regions where orchards of consider­ 
able size occur only occasionally, but 
also in the recognized commerieal ap­ 
ple-growing districts. 
Some orchards 
are not worth the time and expense 
necessary to renovate them. In decid­ 
ing what is to be done the following 
factors need to bo considered: 
Tile 
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^ Well-Cared for Cherry Orchard in

orchard must be on a good site with 
po rock ledges or hardpan near the 
lustier, well drained and without un­ 
usual danger from frosts; the trees 
piust have good vitality, without de­ 
fayed trunks, cankers that girdle tile 
limbs, or weakness that would make 
food growth impossible; and, finally, 
ihe varieties must he good unless it is 
■^giUcabJe to top-graft the trees, 
^^neglected orchard is

borhood and in sections where there 
are many commerieal plantings much 
damage may be done by insect pests 
and diseases that have their source in 
badly infected trees. 
In some states 
a neglected orchard is practically de­ 
clared by law' to be a public nuisance 
and is treated accordingly. 
If the 
owner will not clean It up, public offi­ 
cials do It and rite expense becomes a 
lieu on the property until paid, 
As a rule, says the author of the 
bulletin, 
a 
much-neglected 
orchard 
does not justify its existence. 
If an 
orchard is worth keeping it is w'orth 
giving good attention; otherwise, the 
trees merely encumber the ground and 
interfere wrlth its use for other pur­ 
poses. If an apple tree Is not of value 
for fruit production it may be worth 
converting Into tool 
handles, 
plane 
blocks, and other useful things. 
Persons 
interested 
kl 
renovating 
orchards or those who wish to decide 
whether or not a certain orchard is 
worth Hie attempt should get tile bul- 
leiin. which may lie obtained without 
cost from the Department of Agricul­ 
ture, Washington, D. C. 
In working over neglected apple or­ 


c h a r d s , tile trees will lie of such vary­ 
ing types that it will be impossible to 
work toward any particular form of 
top. hut it is well for the orchard own­ 
er to have in mind a certain desirable 


I form; inexperienced persons will find 
it worth while to study some well­ 
formed t r e e s or pictures of them such 
as are used to illustrate the bulletin. 
Tho right sort of top has a large hear­ 
ing surface, is low-headed, and has a 
fairly open top that will permit light 
1 to euler to tile interior of the tree. 
Big Things Needed. 
Soil renovation, pruning, and spray­ 
ing are some of tile principal things 
needed in practically any orchard that 
is being brought hack into producing 
condition. Just what is ti* he done de­ 
pends on tile age and vigor of tile 
trees, tile condition of the soli and 
other local factors. Various conditions 
and the necessary treatment arc dis­ 
cussed in the bulletin, and the tools 
and other equipment are described. 
When trees are otherwise good, but 
tile varieties 
are not desirable, it 
sometimes pays to top-graft tile trees. 
Tills work is not difficult, hut must lie 
done carefully. 
As a rule tile cleft 
method of grafting is best suited to 
old apple orchards. 
Details of this 
method are to be found in Fanners’ 
Bulletin 
157, 
The 
Propagation 
of 
Plants. 
The time to do tile work is 
in the spring just before growth starts 
or just as it is starting. 
Tile scions, 
however, must be perfectly dormant.

placing in bins of an elevator an equal 
quantity of bulk grain.

were made at a modern terminal ele­ 
vator and sa ck warehouse in Port­ 
land, Ore., and the detailed results

Bulletin 
1290, entitled “The Bulk Handling of 
Grain,” just published by the United 
States Department of Agriculture. 
The bulletin states that the handling 
of grain in bulk is becoming univer­

The bulk handling system has long 
been in use in the large grain produc­ 
ing sections east of the Rocky moun­ 
tains.

Britt han­ 
dling Is now growing fci favor in the 
Pacific coast states. 
The chief advantages of bulk han­ 
dling ure said to bv the saving In the 
cost of handling, the elimination of 
the cost of the bags, the prevention 
of waste from leaky bags, the ease 
and accuracy of Inspecting the grain, 
and the convenience with which bulk 
grain can be conditioned and cleaned. 
The time and labor saved on the 
farm by handling grain In bulk are 
even more striking than the saving 
at terminal points, the bulletin states, 
giving as a reason that the handling 
of grain in sacks is a slow and la­ 
borious process, and usually no me­ 
chanical 
equipment 
such 
as 
hand 
trucks and sack-plllng machinery can 
be handled on the farm. 
Large terminal elevators, equipped 
for receiving, handling, conditioning 
and delivering grain in bulk into ves­ 
sels for export are now located a 
each of the Pacific

markets, and many cargoes of grain 
loaded from these elevators are now 
being successfully exported In bulk. 
The bulletin gives the results of in­ 
vestigations regarding the economical 
phases involved in the bulk and sack 
methods of handling grain and de­ 
scribes tile equipment necessary tor 
the successful handling of grain in 
bulk on the farm.

Spring Harbor, Long Island, and la a 
continuation of previous investigations 
by Dr. Gager on the effect of radium on 
the growth and development of plants. 
The new type of plants produced 
from the seeds which developed as a 
result of the experiment described 
may become progenitors of new and 
desirable varieties. One entirely new 
form appeared following exp isure to 
the radium rajs.

LEFT TOWN’S NAME TO LUCK 


Men Who Had Decision Agreed to De­ 
cide Argument by the Flipping 
of a Coin. 


The death of Francis W. Pettygreve, 
a former Portland 
(Me.) resident, 
which occurred recently in Portland, 
Ore., has brought to light the story of 
how the city on the Pacific coast al­ 
most was named Boston instead of 
Portland. 
A flip of a coin fixed the name of 
Portland, Ore., on what was then but 
a tiny settlement 
The coin was flipped In the autumn 
of 1848. A man named A. L. Lovejoy 
of Boston, and a second named F. W. 
Pettygrove of Portland, Me., were ne?v* 
settlers in Oregon and were Joint 
owners of a small store, one of a few 
buildings In a settlement on the Wil­ 
lamette river. 
The settlement was called every­ 
thing from “the village" to “Stump- 
town,” and the partners 
determined 
to dignify it with a real name. Iswo- 
Joy wanted to call it Boston; Pstty-^ 
grove preferred Portland. 
Finally they agreed to toss a coin. 
The Portland man called the turn ever 
the Boston man, and the village forth­ 
with was named Portland, Ore. 


The Size of Pygmies 
There are certain popular errors 
concerning the race of under-sized men 
and women known as pygmies. Usual­ 
ly travelers have measured the moat 
diminutive specimens and thus an SK- 
u gyrated idea of their smallness hap 
been produced. 
The average stature 
of the pygmies that have been meas­ 
ured is about four feet eight Inches, 
but the best authorities in anthropol­ 
ogy say that the real average limit of 
stature is five feet. 
Some are taller t 
than that. 
Tile pygmies have been found In 
eight or ten different places in can*. J 
tral Africa, but wherever found titty 
possess certain striking resemblances. 
The plant furnishing the covering for 
their huts Is the same in the widely 
separated regions visited by Stanley 
and others, and tile shape of the huts, 
a rough hemisphere, is the same. All 
the pygmies are alike characterized 
by neglect of agriculture, by the use 
of poisoned arrows and by the ab­ 
sence of any centralized tribal organ­ 
ization.
